Pee that feales by night 
eſcapes often when the day-theoues 1s appzehended, but an in- 
prident and deſperate robber muſt haue a ſhozt dome, foz that 
plaine matter needes a ſmall friall- He that feares not the bal- 
ſer will hardly become true, and they that care not fo2 ſuſpect 
are ſelidome honeſt. A ſti!l dogge bites ſo2ze, but the barking car 
feares moze. The hart isthe direco2 ofthe other partes. J 
p2ay you then what thinkes he that ſhames not who ſ&@. Fyof 
bipocricie, but the diueli take impudence. 

Theſe cauſes thus ſef downe were reduced info theſe eight 
kindes- Knauiſh and fooliſh doters any foznicatozs, backebiters 
and liers, Bankrotes and hipocrites, the two firſt kindes bhaue 
effenes from the third fourth and eight cauſes, the two ſecond 
froin the firl and ff, the ſix andſcauen kindes of the fourth and 
fiftcauſes, andthe two laſt pzcceede of the ſecond, third and 
ſeauenth cauſes, of euerp one of which there was a (cuerall bil 
of conyplaint delivered, which fo2 that they were very tedious, 
I haue but onely bzonght awaye the endozcementes of them, 

Thefirft was that whereas Jaſper Jmpudencie lafelp en-

molt ſhamefully raile vpon her. Andſhe hauing learned ſome 
ſubtelty by the old foxes craft, on a time ſtole foozth to her fa- 
thers to ſupper, not maliing any p2tuy to her parting,and there 
ſtayed vntill nine ofthe clock. When comming home ſhe found 
her husband a bed, that had almoſt fretted his hart ont, fo; bis 
wiaes long tarryſng : who no ſoner (aw her, but fell a thzeat- 
ning of her, and fkricktly examining her where the had bene ; 
But ſhee beeing well acquainted with that cuſtome, fained, that 
- bythaunce, comming from her fathers, ſhe met with a younge 

gentleman, an old frendofhers, that would not be ſaid nay, but 
ſhe mult of fozce go ſup with him. And affirming that to be true 
ſhe fell downe vppon her knees and craned his pardon. At the 
hearing of which, yea and befoze ſhe hadquite done, (now thin- 
king that fo be certeine, which befoze he onely miſtruſted, being 
verily perſuaded that the deffinies hadd crowned him with a 
paire ofho2nes fo2 his New-yeares gift) he lpitted at her, lay- 
ing Bzidew2ll in her diſh, and the cart fo2 her trencher : not ons 
ily refuſing her company foz his bedfellow, butdzining her out 
of his chamber with a bedſkaffe.

As fo2 make. bates, there was framed againff them a bill» 
fo the effece ofthe tale afoze tould of them. And touching their 
commoz2ades the liers, they were complained of foz that in open 
aſſemblies, they would ſpeake againſt Jeloſy, curſing him and 
his followers.

modeſt familtarity halt be ſo openty erecuted, as their actions 
ſhaw their founges haune lyed. 

Wut theſe of the ſixt kinde, are knanes 1 in graine,that hauing 
lauiſht their ſtockesi{caudly by badd meanes, and (&ing their 
eſfates to grow weake, will ſeeke out wines not ofthe common 
ſozte foz pzoperneſle, but luche matchlelle paragons, as are foz 
neafneſſe not to be matedin a countrey, Wheſe mult bee (ett in 
their ſhoppes to tole in cuftomers, vato whome if they ſhow nof 
themſelues god-feilowes by gentle ſpeeches, their houſes will 
p2oue to hoat fo2 them. They muſt not ſticke to pzomilſe faircly 
and fo kifſe, ſo they doit cloſely, onely this pzoutſo muſt be had, 
that they keepe them out of their mony boxes andcloſecubberds. 
Which p2actiſe pzoutinge p2ofitable, and thereby their clfates 
being amended, ſtraight falſe meaſure ts ſuſpected, and thervps 
on this their owne inuenfion miſitked off. Then they will ſap 
that they do moze then their coinmiſſion alloweth, though leTe 
a great deale then in the beginning was comannded, Vea thence 
after they maſt ſit no moze in the ſhoppes foz feare of thunder- 
clappes; and if perchaunce once ina tnoacth they are there, in 
Which time it may happen ſome of their olde cuſtomers to come

leaue nener a whit foz the time following. Foz bauing reapev 
the firſt dayes roft, andbeeing inriched with the p2ofit thereof, 
they growe careleſſe ofthat which might inſaue, thinking thers 
is no heauen but the time pzeſent, noz any commodity like to 
ariſe of the remnant, Befoze company their kindneſſe ſhall bee 
ſo freely vſed, as when their wines and they are alone, noughte 
but bitter wo2zdes and wozſe ſhall followe.
